The Brentwood Environmental Action Team’s ’19-’20 vision 
was to promote environmental awareness & action at 
Brentwood and the wider community by continuing with past 
initiatives while engaging in new ones.

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Public Speaking, Debate, | 
Model UN 


It is in the remit of debate teachers to ensure that our students 
can access the nub of an issue, tease apart all main conflicting 
ideas, priority rank them & refute them with a roughly even 
collection of evidence & analysis. Model UN provides both an 
entry point into the world of argumentation & adds a measure 
of sensitivity training, so students know when some issues 

are more effectively dealt with by conceding all or parts of 
them, rather than contesting them in entirety. Ms Cuk’s public 
speaking class completes the trifecta of rhetorical training, 
giving children more power over their air pressure, larynx & 
vocabulary, all employed to match the tone & emotional tang of 
the sentences uttered, nuancing & buoying the effectiveness of 
argument without doing violence to meaning. 


What became poignant this year was how the leveraging of all 
that skill training created close relationships between students 
& students with their teachers, such that when the pandemic 

hit & our art classes became optional, many of our students 
continued to train & compete. After over 40 attended ShawMUN 
this past fall & also a very successful CAHSMUN, students took 
part in Quarantine MUN (QMUN) over video conferencing.
